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ABSTRACT 

Based primarily on 1980 census data, the bulletin 
presents five sets of tables which describe changes in population 
which have occurred in South Dakota ls a result of migration into and 
out of the state. Table 1 provides state of origin/destination, rank, 
number, and percentage data on migration intt and out of South Dakota 
from 1975-80. Figures indicate 69,514 persons moved to thfc state ard 
90,019 moved out of the statn during this period, with Minnesota 
being the leading state of both origin and destination. Table 2 r ;hows 
the age, number, and rate of net migration for South Dakota from 
1960-70 and 1970-80, For both decades, statistics indicate that the 
highest rate of migration occurred among 25-29 year-olds leaving the 
state, lobie 3 contains net migration figures for South Dakota by age 
and sex for 1970-80. Table 4 presents numbers and rates of population 
change by county from 1970-80, revealing that 13 of 66 counties 
experienced increases in population ranging from 1.7% to 23.7%, while 
the remaining 53 counties witnessed population decreases ranging from 
1.5% to 28.5%. Table 5 enumerates numbers and rates of net migration 
by age group and sex for each SouLh Dakota county from 1970-80.

This bulletin describes the changes in population which have occurred in South 
Dakota as a result of migration in to and out of the state. Data for this bulletin came 
from three sources:

Table 1 . The number of in- and out-migrants has been based on sample data 
and does not represent the 100° o count Columns 1 and 2 of this table hs+ the number 
and percent of migrants m to South Dakota from other states. Column 3 is a ranking 
of the states according to the number of people each state contributed to South Dako- 
ta The percents given in Column 3 are based on the total in-migration for South 
Dakota. Because the individual percents ha^e been rounded, the total percent may 
not equal 100° o . Columns 4 am 5 of this table list the number and percent of mig- 
rants out of South Dakota to other states. Column 6 is a ranking of the states 
according to the number of people who migrated to each state from South Dakota. 
The percents gi 'en in Column 6 are based on the tota! out-migration for South Dako- 
ta. Because the individual percents have been rounded, the total percent may no 4 
equal 100°6. Column 8 lists the net-migration for each state in to or out of Soutl 
Dakota. A positive number indicates net-m-migration whereas a negative number 
indicates a net-out-migration . Column 9 ranks the states according to their net con- 
tribution of people in to South Dakota. The higher the rank, the greater the contri- 
bution of people.

County indicates that is was combined with Washabaugh County for the 1980 census. 
The population counts of the two counties were added together on the 1970 count for 
the purpose of making comparisons with '-he 1980 population.

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DEFINITIONS 



Migration is the movement of people across a specified boundary for the purpose 
of establishing a new permanent residence. 

Net-Migration is the net effect of m-migration and out-mig ratior on an area's 
population expressed as an increase or decrease 

Ng t-Mi gr ation Rate is here calculated by subtracting m-migration from out- 
migration, dividing by the total population for the time period in question, and multi- 
plying by 1,000. 

Population Ch ang e is the increase or decrease in the total number of people in a 
specified area over the course of a specific time period. It is here calculated by sub- 
tracting the number of people in a specified area in 19*0 : rom the number of people in 
the same area in 1970. 

Pop ulation Chang e Rate is the percent increase or decrease in the total nurrber 
of people in a specified area over the course of a specific time period. It is here cal- 
culated by subtracting the number of people in a specified a-ea in 1980 from the num- 
ber in the same area in 1970, and multiplying by 100.
